Grove High representatives ac¬ 
cumulated a total of 17 points for , 
their alma mater, followed in or¬ 
der as listed by Peabody High of 
Trenton, eight points; McKenzit 
High School, six, and Huntingdon 
High, five points. 

Individual Winners

Chandler, speaking for McKenzie 
won debating honors as the nega¬ 
tive team in the debate, “Resolved 
That The United States Should 
Form An Alliance With Great 
Britain." Prize for the debate was 
the cash award of five dollars 
three of which went to the winning 
team and two to the losing team 
Taking the affirmative side of the 
debate were Richard Hudson and 
Robbye Aden of Paris, Grove High, 
winning second.

School, won the first prize of $3.00 
in externporaneous speaking, with 
Wayne Hunt of Peabody, Trenton, 
and Fred W'alker of Ridgely, com¬ 
ing in for second and third awards 
of $2.00 and $1.00 respectively.

The agricultural department of 
the Junior College sponsored a 
days’ visit to the U. T. Experi¬ 
ment Station at Jackson Friday. 
March 31st, to enable numerous 
students to study valuable experi- 
j ment and research work at first 
! hand. 

Professors McMahan, Cravens 
and DeMoss accompanied the Jun- 
i lor College representatives on the ' 
I trip, leaving Martin early Friday 
morning and returning that even¬ 
ing. Cooperating with the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, the college stu¬ 
dents charatered a bus for trans¬ 
portation. 

The program included a study 
of the results of fifteen important j 
tests in beef cattle feeding and 
producing, effects of fertilizers and 
adaptations of various agricultural 
products. The discussion was led 
by C. A. .Wooers, Ben Hazlewood 
and Dr. M. Jacob of the U. T 
Extension and Experimental ser¬ 
vices.
